We have beon favoured witha some- 
what bulky but interesting pamphjet on 
“Toa and the Tea Trade,” a Reginald 
Hanson, M.A. The work is really .o 
series of reprints from Mosars, Samuel 
Hanson, Son & Oo,'s weekly trade circu- 
lar, and is published for private olroule- 
tion only. It. contains an excellent 
coloured map of the tea districts, numer- 
oug ilustrations by. wood-cuts of. the 
various processes through which the tea 
passen-in preparation for the market, and 
@ vast amount Of information with re- 
spect to the history of tea, ita growth, 
preparation for ‘consumption, and other 
‘matters, Information on such subjects 
as these cannot fail to be of interest to 
foreigners in China, It is satisfactory 
to find that tea has a very creditable 
history, extending back..to somewhere 
about B,,0, 3254, but we will not trou- 
ble our readers with the details of this 
‘venerable record, No doubt, however, 
that strong advocates of the “cup that 


cheers, etc.,” will be glad to learn that} W 


the praises of theteaf were enthusiasti- 
cally sung by an eminent if antiquated 
Chinege scholar about nine hundred 
years ago. Mr Lo-Yun, who lived in 
that remote period, saya of the beverage: 
—"TIt tempers the spirits, and’ harmo- 
nises the mind; dispels lassitude: and 
relieves fatigue ; awakens thoughts and 
provents drowsiness; lightens or re- 
freshes the body, and clears’the percep-
